ACCREDITATION TEAM AT 
HIGH SCHOOL NEXT WEEK 

On Oct, 15-18, the New England 
Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges will send a visitation 
team to Telstar Regional High 
School to determine the school’s 
accreditation status. The visitation 
team, chaired by Robert 0. Moul- 
ton, principal at Goffstown (N. H.) 
High School, will begin their as- 
sessment of Telstar with a tour 
of the building on Sunday, Oct. 15 
at 4:00 p, m. This tour will be 
followed by. a dinner, which will 
be attended by members of the 
SAD #44 Board of Directors, the 
Telstar faculty, and the visitation 
team. 

On Monday, Oct. 16, through 
Wednesday, Oct, 18, the visitation 
team will observe classes at Tel- 
Star,:meet with students, teachers, 
and administrators at Telstar, and. 
will work on written reports eval- 
uating all of the programs at Tel- 
star, The visitation team will de- 
vote most of their attention to the 
self-evaluation completed by the 
Telstar faculty during the 1977-78 
School year. This 400 page report 
compiled last year under the Jead- 
ership of Mrs, Helen Berry, con- 
tains checklists on each program 
at the high school and a sum- 
mary outlining each departments 
strengths and weaknesses, The 
visitation team will compare this 
self-evaluation data to what they 
Observe during their on-site visit, 
and recommend two, five, or ten 
year accreditation for the high 
school, The final results of their 
evaluation will be made public in 
10 to 12 weeks.
